Commencing  at  the  low-water  mark  on  the  east  side 
of  Slocan  Lake  where  it  is  intersected  by  the  west¬ 
erly  production  of  the  south  boundary  of  Lot  434, 
Kootenay  District;  thence  east  along  said  produc¬ 
tion  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Lot  434,  Kootenay 
District ;  thence  east  along  the  south  boundary  of 
said  lot  to  its  intersection  with  the  easterly  bound¬ 
ary  of  Alpha  Street,  as  shown  on  Plan  574a,  de¬ 
posited  in  the  Laud  Registry  Office  at  Nelson ;
